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DETAILED ACTION 

This an original application filed December 12, 2001 and claims benefit to foreign 
application 2001-75877 filed December 3, 2001 in the Republic of Korea. 

Applicants' amendment filed October 30, 2003, has been received and entered. The 
specification has been amended. Claim 2 has been canceled. Claim 3 has been amended. 
Claims 1 and 3 are pending and currently under examination. 

Specification 

The disclosure objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or other form 
of browser-executable code and disclosure of nucleotide sequence that does not comply with the 
requirements for such a disclosure as set forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.821 - 1.825 is withdrawn . 

The amendments to the specification have obviated the basis of the objections. 
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Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As indicated in the previous office action, claim 1 was allowed. Claim 3 was objected to 
for being dependent on rejected claim 2, however cancellation of claim 2 and amendment of 
claim 3 to be an independent claim has put claim 3 in condition for allowance. Again it is noted 
that the claimed vector KCTC 10124BP has been deposited under the Budapest Treaty with the 
Korean Research Institute of Bioscience and Biotechnology (KRIBB). Sequence homology 
searches of SEQ ID NO: 1 indicate that it is free of the art of record. The present specification is 
the first to disclose the sequence of the lectin Lec P promoter which is disclosed as SEQ ID NO: 
1 and is contained in the vector KCTC 10124BP. The specification provides a detailed 
characterization of the promoter sequence and reduces to practice transgenic mud loach and 
transgenic carp using the promoter sequence operatively linked to a sequence encoding a growth 
hormone (GH). In each case the promoter sequence provides sufficient expression levels of GH 
such that the resulting transgenic fish demonstrate stabilized improvement of growth rate without 
adverse effect of excessive growth acceleration (see specification page 28, lines 3-9).
